Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-15 and 17-21 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art fails to 
disclose the recited combinations of elements, including temporarily ceasing a procedure for 
repolling the access point responsive to receiving at least one delay frame subsequent to 
receiving the at least one delay frame and temporarily ceasing the procedure for repolling the 
access point, receiving a non-delay frame from the access at the polling station in fiirther 
response to the polling and returning to the low power mode after receiving the non-delay frame, 
as in claim 1; sending to a polling station, at least one delay frame to the mobile in response to 
receiving the polling frame, the at least one delay frame effecting a temporary cessation of a 
procedure at the mobile terminal for repolling the access point being terminated by the polled 
and subsequent to sending the at least one delay frame and prior to receiving another polling 
frame from the mobile terminal, sending a gubOequent non-delay frame to from the polled at the 
mobile terminal polling Oration in further response to the polling frame, as in claim 15; 
receiving, by the first wireless station, at least one delay frame from the second wireless station 
in response to the polling frame; temporarily ceasing, by the first wireless station, a procedure 
for repolling the second wireless station responsive to receiving the at least one delay frame; 
subsequent to receiving the at least one delay frame and temporarily ceasing the procedure for 
repolling the second wireless station, receiving, by the first wireless non delay frame from the 
second wireless station in fiirther response to the polling frame; and returning, by the first 
wireless station, to the low power mode after receiving the non- delay frame, as in claim 21 .
